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Continuation of 3. NOTE: After final amendment dated 7/5/201 1 proposes amendments to independent claims 1 , 28 and 55 that were 
examined in the final office action dated 5/9/201 1 . The new limitations recited in base claims 1 , 28 and 55 steps b) and c) include 
elimination of Siberian Ginseng, Ginko Biloba, Kola nut, Goldenseal, GoloKola, Schizandra, elderberry, St. johns Wort, Valerian, Ephedra 
and combinations thereof from the list of botanicals and makes previously optional botanical "Echinacea" as a required botanical. This 
amendment changes the scope of independent claims as well as of dependent claims as previously examined in office action of 5/9/1 1 . 
Further inclusion of the limitation "wherein the ratio of saturated fat or partially hydrogenated oil to the Echinacea is from 1 .0/0.6 to 1 .0 to 
1 .5" to independent claim also changes the scope of claims 1 , 28 and 55 along with depndent claims thereof. Thus, amendments of 
7/5/201 1 raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search.

Applicant's comments filed 7/5/201 1 , pages 6-13 have been considered but have not been found persuasive.
